The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 41-45 and 47-59 are allowable over the prior art of record because the 
prior art of record does not teach the apparatus as claimed including a capacitor; and a 
sputterable coil insulatively carried by the shield wall and having a first end coupled to 
the signal source and a second end coupled to the capacitor, wherein the coil 
substantially encircles the plasma generation area and is positioned to couple energy 
inductively into the plasma generation area and positioned adjacent to the substrate 
support member to sputter material from the coil onto the substrate; further including a 
first power supply coupled to the first target and wherein the source includes a second 
power supply coupled to the coil. 

Claims 60-73 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record does not teach a method of depositing material on a workpiece in a sputter 
deposition chamber, comprising sputtering target material onto said workpiece from a 
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coil having a first end coupled to a signal source and a second end coupled to ground, 
said coil being insulatively carried by a shield wall substantially encircling a plasma 
generation area and positioned adjacent to and at least partially encircling said 
workpiece; and inductively coupling energy from said coil into said plasma generation 
area.
